THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

In our hasty review, yesterday, of 
the action of the Convention upon the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, we failed 
to make a point which we think ‘will 
strengthen the position we have taken 
of antagonism to the report adopted.
